Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 17-34 are allowed.

Claim(s) 17, 27, 29, and dependents thereof, are allowed because the 
closest prior art either alone or in combination fails to disclose a method of 
processing user speech data at a processing entity for transmission to a 
participant or participants in a push to talk session over a communications 
network, the method comprising, following initiation of a push to talk 
session, but prior to receipt by the entity of a session acceptance from the or 
each participant; analyzing the speech data to identify an initial period of 
silence; and removing the initial period of silence from the speech data prior 
to sending the speech data to a receiving terminal of the or each other 
participant.
